ARS that presence of American troops on 
the Rhine might involve the United States 


in war should there be a Franco-German clash 
for any reason have been freely expressed of 
late in this country. And there would seem to 
be more than an 
imaginary 
danger, *since 


French and American troops are reported to be- 
brigaded together under the same commander 
at certain points, so that a scrap involving one 
would be quite likely to embroil the other. Yet 
the danger may be less than it seems, at that. 
For instance, the American army of occupation 
on Christmas day gave a big party for 900 Ger- 
man children at Coblenz, with a Christmas tree 
in the town square from which were distributed 
packages of warm clothing, food and toys. That 
is not indicative of ill feeling or strained rela- 
tions, certainly. 
It would seem a reasonable 


inference that in case of trouble with the Ger- 
man civil population the Yanks 
at Coblenz 


would not be bothered. And since the French 
at that place are under American command, 
there is less clanger of "starting something." 
It may be that American troops on the Rhine 
are doing no particular good to anything the 
United States is interested in. We should cer- 
tainly not oppose any effort to bring 
them 


home. But we think, knowing the good nature 
of the American .soldier, and his capacities for 
making friends, that they may be doing quite 
as much to keep us out of war with Germany 
as to get us in. 


This Settles It 


I 
T has been officially announced that the pol-

sets at rest persistent rumors that an athletic 
policy of mediocrity would

It

encourage the squad now awaiting next year's 
activities. It will revive University spirit and 
the spirit of support and approbation which the 
University is given throughout the state. The 
news is. a fine Christmas present from the ath- 
letic authorities.

You can't 
tell by looking at him whether a man is willing 
to work, obey laws and undertake his share in 
the work of government honestly and unsel- 
fishly. Until science can perfect some sort of 
•infallible instrument which will test brain- 
power as, for instance, these new-fangled spark 
testers scent out ignition trouble in an auto- 
mobile, such offers as that made by Italy may be 
declined with thanks. 


And then, it is not only a question of the 


character of immigrants that concerns us. 
There is also to be considered the problems of 
self-defense and preservation. 
This 
country 


has only a certain area, on which only a certain 
number of folks can find a living. If we in- 
crease the number of residents, we decrease the 
standard of living, obviously. The point where 
the curve of diminishing standard of living and 
the curve of increasing population meet, 
in 


other words the point of minimum subsistence 
for the maximum possible population < of 
the 


United States, is'still far from being reached, 
praise be! But that is no reason why we should 
let down the bars and hurry up our approach 
to it. We are increasing our population by the 
natural process of birth plenty fast enough. 
There are already many problems caused by 
competition which our ancestors never dreamed 
of when the country was big enough to give 
elbow room to all who lived in it. We do not 
want to add to these problems. This may be 
selfishness, but we would prefer to call it en- 
lightened self-interest. 
If other nations want 


to call it selfishness, they may—we can alway; 
retort "tu quoque" by asking why they are so 
anxious to foist a part of their population upon 
us.
